Ur. Perkhurst on iho Great Talua of Phys- 


ical Dfcvp^opjnerit. 


Iu his article^ ea '"Ihe Best Thing Iu | 


the World," Eev. • Crarios' H. Park-; 
burst, D. D., in The Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal, discusses with foreefal emphasis 
physical development, and lends point 
to his argument by Eciiitillating epi- 
grams, soroe of which are hero given :

Carry tho ITsirni Horses. 


Horses on tho farra do not have the 


sleek look that horsos in city liveries j 
have. 
Neither will they accomplish so j 


much v;ork. The difference is partly ow- 
ing to the fact that the horso .in tho city 
'has a large proportion of grain, while 
the farm horse, even when working, 
gets most of his nutrition from hay. 
But grooming has also a good deal to do 
with the superior aliukuess of the city 
horse's coat. 
Ths curryoomb is not e'o 


much used as it should be on farm 


;horses. We know many place where the 
brush 'and currycomb are seldom used 
except while the horse is shedding its 
coat. But ascd at any timo it promotes 
the secretion of oil, which moistens the 
coat and makes it shine. A.well groom- 
ed horse is usually wall fed. But if tho 
grooming were thoroughly done at least 
once a day, the horse conldkeep in good 
condition with less feed than it now re- 
ceives. 
Good grooming undoubtedly 


aids digestion, as rnbbing the body 
promotes digestion in people, and is an 
escollest substitute for osercisa for those 
who do little rauscnlar work.—Ex- 
change.

of Health was held In the mayor's 
office last night, with all members 
present except Fisk and Hughes. 


Health Officer Rudy reported that
